plan decided upon 


i within the last few weeks by the 
committee on church unity, appoint- 
ed at the last syuodical meeting in 
Philadelphia. 


The Rev. Thomas Watters, of the 


Euclid avenue church, the only one 
of this particular form of the 
re- 


formed branches in this city, is sec- 
retary of the committee 
on unity. 


The committee originally was ap- 
pointed to confer with similar com- 
mittees from various churches of the 
Presbyterian faith, 
but so few o£ 


these separate 
denominations have 


made an effort to suggest a "union 
conference" that it is now generally 
admitted that an organic union of 
the entire churches holding Presby- 
terian standards 
can never be ef- 


fected. 


MAY HAVE BIG INFLUENCE. 
The Dutch Reformed church, 
of 


which President Roosevelt is a mem- 
ber, is the only one, so far as is 
known, that has appointed a commit- 
tee with a definite end in view. Aft- 
er waiting several months, the com- 
mittee appointed by the synod of the 
Reformed Presbyterian 
church has 


decided to break away from alliance 
with any other bodies and present a 
rwolution to the synod that the de- 
nomination itself "light the way" to 
ultimate, organic union, if such, is 
possible, by at once making over- 
tures for admittance to the Presby- 
terian church.

Joldiers Guarding Smelters 


Are Targets for the Men 


Now Locked Out 


Colorado Spring*, Col., Karen 10— 


Sentries stationed around the three 
mills affected by the smelter men's 
trike were fired upon at midnight. 
There were physical encounters be- 
;ween workmen going to and coming 
rom the mills and employes were 
guarded from their 
homes to the 


mills by details of infantry. Deputy 
iheriffs were held up at the point 
if guns and two 
narrow 
escapes 


'rom bullets fired at close range were 
reported, one a sentry, the other a 
deputy sheriff from Benton on guard 
at the Telluride mine. 


From reports made by the sentries 


and the flashes from the guns, the 
men doing the shooting were'located 
on the hills surrounding the plants, 
ffost of the shooting was done at 
ong range. 


No one was injured. The cavalry, 


under command of Col. James 
H. 


Brown, Capt. H. G..Smith and Gen- 
eral Bell, patrolled the country in 
the vicinity of the three mills, but 
because of the darkness 
and the 


rugged character of the country did 
not succeed in locating the men who 
did the shooting. One of the strikers' 
pickets managed 
to penetrate the 


line at the Standard plant while a 
companion and the sentry were ex- 
changing shots. 
He has not

been located, although a rigid search 
was instituted at once. Sentry lines 
were strengthened after the shooting 
and precautions taken to protect the 
mills, especially the Portland, from 
any rush or attack to gain possession.

ted States was resumed in the sen- 
ate yesterday. Senator 
Sanguilly 


made a lengthy speech in which he 
contended that reciprocity was not 
necessary to Cuba's progress. 
His 


address, -while voicing the 
fear of 


the domination of .Cuba by trusts, 
was marked by no bitterness towards 
the United States government or peo- 
ple. Senor Sanguilly du:ied that the 
treaty would benefit either the Cuban 
producer or the United States con- 
sumer and asserted that the trusts 
would be the sole beneficiaries. 
He 


argued that it was a suspicious cir- 
cumstance that Qen. Tasker H. Bliss, 
who negotiated the treaty, should 
have declared before 
the 
United 


States congressional committti that 
it ought to be the policy — the Uni- 
ted States to get hold of the entire 
Cuban market. The' business inter- 
ests in the United States aspired to 
control Cuba's economic affairs and 
make Cuba an economic colony of the 
United States, and it was surprising 
to him how so good a friend of Cuba 
as President Roosevelt should have 
been led into such an imbroglio. 


As a proof of the alleged conspiracy 


to gain control of the Cuban mar- 
ket the speaker called attention to 
an article published in an American 
review by General Wood, in which 
he held that Cuba was lost unless it 
secured reciprocity with the United 
States, whereas as a matter of fact 
it was entirely possible for Cuba to 
trt'-st independent of such aid. 
TUn 


miseries of Cuba, continued Senor 
Sanguilly, had been overdrawn to in- 
fluence the 
reciprocity movement, 


the Cuba nsugar producers being in 
a better situation than those in the 
United States, for 82 per cent of the 
beet sugar factories in'the United 
States were heavily mortgaged. 


The United States, he continued, 


would always need Cuban sugar, and 
the terms of the Brussels convention 
were certain to benefit Cuba during 
the coming five years. The reciproc- 
ity treaty came at an inopportune 
time, and the speaker 
dfd not be- 


lieve the United States would ever 
coerce Cuba, because he -remembered 
the words of Secretary Boot to thu 
commission sent to Washington by 
.the Cuban constitutional convention 
that the United States would never 
consider the use of force as in argu- 
ment to impose its will upon the Cu- 
bans. Senor Sanguilly concluded ny 
saying he believed that only when 
liberty as exemplified by the oitatue 
in New York harbor ceases to en- 
lighten the American conscience will 
the independence of Cuba be lost.

A REPORT FROM MGR. GUIDI.

from Archbishop Guidi, the apostolic 
delegate in the Philippines, has just 
been received at the Vatican.

gives a fuller account of the religious 
condition of the islands. The schism 
started by Aglipay, the leader of the 
independent Catholic church in the 
Philippines, seems 
graver than it 


first appeared, as according to the 
report; a strong Filipino party is 
raising false hopes among the natives 
of independence from Rome, claim- 
ing that the expulsion of the friars 
is indispensable in order to obtain 
the independence of the country. The 
apostate priests are fourteen in num- 
ber. . It is gathered 
from 
good 


sources of information that the Vati- 
can authorities are extremely satis- 
fied with the prudent and wise, but 
at the same tim«, energetic action of 
Archbishop Guidi, who with persua- 
sion has succeeded in checking the 
dissident movement. 


ty, regarded dueling as necessary in

army, notwithstanding

reichstag's resolutions on the sub- 
ject, and against the weight of pub- 
lic opinion. 


Herr Bebel referred in detail to the 


recent instances of dueling, and com- 
plained of the invariable pardoning

been completed. 


Turning to the ill treatment of Ger- 
man soldiers, he said it was common 
for old sergeants to boast of their 
ingenuity in abusing 
young pri- 


vates. 
Most of the 
extreme In- 


stances, the speaker 
added, were 


those of weak-minded young fellows, 
sometimes bordering on idiocy, who 
ought not .to be in the service, and 
who would not be there if militarism 
did not bias the minds of the medi- 
cal officers. Among the incidents re- 
ferred to by the socialist leader was 
that of a private who was compelled 
to open his mouth while a sergeant 
spat into it 
several times. "One 


must wonder," said Herr Bebel, 
"that the man'treated thus did not 
have the moral courage to stab such 
a bea«t to death." The socialist lead- 
er 
then spoke on the unfavorable 


criticism of the kaiser maneuvers in 
the French and English press, as 
well as by German military writers 


War Minister Von Gossler, reply- 


ing, said that throughout the year 
1002 no duel had occurred between 
officers on the active list. Duelists, 
he continued, were pardoned only on 
the recommendation of the highest 
court. The sharp measures adopted 
in the case of Lieutenant Hilde- 
brandt, who killed Lieutenant Blas- 
kowitz in a duel in November, 1901, 
and was sentenced to two years' im- 
prisonment, though he was pardoned 
by Emperor William after 
serving 


seven months of his sentence, left 
no doubt as- to .the -attitude of the 
emperor. 
The speaker fully agre,:d 


with Herr Bebel that officers who ill- 
treated private soldiers in the way 
described by 
the 
socialist leader 


merit the most severe punishment. 
The minister 
added: '-We 
know- 


perfectly well that an army having 
a large cavalry force has an immense 
advantage over its enemy. The kai- 
ser maneuvers show that our troops 
are quite pre-eminent. 
When Herr 


Bebel refers to unfavorable foreign 
criticisms, we reply that we do not 
expect foreign applause for our ma- 
neuvers." 


Herr Kunert, socialist, attempted 


to. criticise the 'emperor's 
military 


skill in leading the maneuvers, but 
Speaker Von Ballestrem ruled that 
such criticisms were inadmissible. 


Herr Kunert retorted: "I

from your ruling that we can men- 
tion God here, but not William II."
